CALIFORNIA— 
High on the Hilltops 


Like many of your other readers, 
have had a hard time finding help 
gardening at high altitudes. I am try- 
ing to landscape three large lots at an 
altitude of 6,000 feet on Donner Lake, 
high in the Sierra Mountains. We have 
deep snow and long cold winters. 

Wildflower guides are helpful for 
high-altitude gardening. I have run 
across an outstanding one that I would 
like to tell other readers about. 

From the Superintendent of Docu 
ments, U. S. Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D. C., you can 
obtain Plants of Rocky Mountain Na 
tional Park (price $1.00). It is excel- 
lent as a wildflower guide but even 
better as a guide to gardening at high 
altitudes. It gives such information 
as plant families, growth at different 
altitudes, in strong winds, dry atmos- 
phere, strong sunlight, along streams 

I have also used Flora of Mount 
Rainier National Park and Plants of 
Yellowstone National Park. 

One does not have to be trained in 
botany to read and enjoy these books 
Please tell other mountain people 
about them.—Mrs. B. W. Arvin, 
Truckee, Calif.

Watermelon Seeds

e Tomatoes: Keep your eye on 
the frost reports; the first one will 
kill the vines and spoil the fruit. If 
frost threatens, pick all tomatoes;

If you have space, 
uproot the plants and hang them in 
an airy frost-free place; fruit will 
lowly ripen. Otherwise, just pick 
the fruit and store in a single layer. 
Wrapping each one in tissue paper 
is good, but we keep ours until 
Christmas without this extra trouble. 

e Ready the blankets: When the 
forecast calls for frost, we toss a 
few old bedspreads on a few selected 
marigolds, zinnias and dwarf dahl- 
ias.

e Bulbs for spring: Tulip plant 
ing time is here. I’ve always been 
partial to clumps of bouquet and 
double tulips for their mass effect, 
but it was the so-called lily-flowered 
tulips that occasioned most comment 
in my garden last year. They gave 
us more than two weeks of loveli- 
ness in spite of poor spring weather 
The pink MARIETTE was particularly 
splendid. Its blooms were enormous 
but the starlike shape kept them 
graceful. To prolong the tulip flow 
ering season, plant several different 
types: single earlies, Darwins, cot 
tage and breeders, to name a few 

e Feed the birds: Its time to put 
out the first portion of suet for the 
friendly birds. The short ribs from 
a roast beef are ideal. Work a piece 
of wire through the meat and around 
the bone; use wire to hang suet from 

e Flowers for drying: This is a 
good time to press or dry unusual 
leaves, flowers, seed heads or pods 
Wind and rain will soon spoil them 
An armful gathered from an aban 
doned field or roadside might in- 
clude dock, cocklebur, yarrow, cat 
tail, filipendula, Queen Anne’s lace, 
Joe-pye weed, goldenrod, milkweed, 
teasel and a variety of dried grasses 
In the garden are interesting pods 
from baptisia, thermopsis, amsonia, 
iris and hibiscus, as well as the seed 
heads of buddleja, celosia, statice, 
gilia, gypsophila, bells-of-Lreland 
and the many and varied strawflow- 
ers. Always check for, and elimi- 
nate, insects before bringing into the 
house. One safeguard I follow is to 
swish each stem gently through tepid 
detergent suds, rinse in lukewarm 
water, shake out and hang up to dry 
upside down.®

e Caladiums: Dig caladium tu- 
bers when leaves start to die. Let 
the tubers dry for a few days, shake 
off soil and store in warm place in 
flat of vermiculite or spread in single 
layer on a shelf. Caladiums can be 
left in the ground in Florida, al- 
though it is risky in northern part 
of state as they may rot. 

¢ Bulbs: In the middle and upper 
South, plant tulips, daffodils and 
other hardy bulbs. In the Gulf area 
and farther south, chill tulip bulbs 
in the refrigerator (not the freezer) 
for four to six weeks before planting. 
Don’t count on bloom for more than 
one year in the far South. 

From Orlando to Atlanta, plant 
anemones, ixias, sparaxis and ranun- 
culus. Ixia and sparaxis are also 
good for pot culture. 

In south Florida, plant cannas 
(try some of new small varieties), 


eucharis (for shade or filtered light), 
gladiolus and gloriosa lily. 

e Lawns: Feed the lawn if you 
did not do so last month. This is 
especially important if you overplant 
with winter rye grass. Rye is grown 
from seed, gives fast coverage and 
a green carpet during winter. It is 
annual and will die out with warm 
spring weather. 

Feed centipede in south Florida 
but only if you have not fed it this 
year. Once a year is enough for 
centipede—more will kill it. 

Spray for armyworms and _ sod 
web-worms in lawns; both chew on 
grass. A combination of DDT and 
BHC controls them. In south Flor- 
ida, keep on the alert for chinch 
bugs in St. Augustine grass. Diazi- 
non and VC-13 give good control. 

e Annuals. Sow pansy seeds now. 
They need a cool growing period 
and, planted now, should be flower-

ing by Christmas. Along the Gulf 
and in Florida, sow seed of all hardy 
spring-blooming annuals now or set 
out started plants. Hardy annuals 
include sweet-alyssum, calendula, 
hollyhock, larkspur, lupine, petunia, 
stock, snapdragon and sweet pea. 

e Perennials: Divide perennials 
now if they are overcrowded. These 
include day-lily, gerberia, liriope, 
phlox, physostegia, Shasta daisy and 
verbena. 

Do not trim leaves of gerberias. 
Take care to set new plants so the 
crown is level with soil. 

In central and south Florida, 
Shasta daisies are annuals and need 
to be replaced each year. In cold 
areas, verbenas are annuals, but cut- 
tings can be carried over the winter 
indoors. 

e Bougainvillea: Let bougainvil- 
leas alone after the rainy season 
ends. Don’t fertilize and don’t water. 
This may seem like harsh treatment 
but it produces flowers. Treat them 
more kindly and you will have only 
greenery for your efforts. 

e Amaryllis: On the New Or- 
leans-Jacksonville line and south, set 
amaryllis bulbs with the neck above 
ground. North of that line, just 
cover bulbs with soil and mulch 
them. If present bulbs are crowded, 
divide now; foliage does not have 
to be trimmed back. 

e Cassia: Sometimes caterpillars 
are annoying on cassia; eliminate 
them by dusting or spraying with 
rotenone. 

e Roses: Prepare beds now for 
planting bushes next month. Con- 
tinue monthly feeding of established 
roses in sections where plants grow 
and flower throughout the winter. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. Every year I grow stock and 
half the plants have single flowers. 
How can I get all double flowers? 

A. You cannot be sure of hav- 
ing 100% double flowers on stock. 
Some of the newer strains give a 
high percentage of doubles. 

Q. The leaves of my hydrangea 
get spotted and look unattractive 
at this time of year. How can I 
prevent this? 

A. Spotting is caused by a fun- 
gus but since the plants drop their 
leaves soon for the winter there 
seems little point in spraying. How-

Midwest 
Pointers

e Fall lawns: This is a good time 
to kill next year’s crop of common 
chickweed, Poa annua and crab 
Apply a pre-emergence crab 
grass control after October‘15. This 
will kill tiny 
annuals like Poa annua and common 


grass. 
seedlings of winter 


chickweed (now germinating) and 
next spring will work equally well on 
crab grass. If you applied calcium 
arsenate last spring, don’t apply 
more now; wait until next spring 
and then apply a half-strength boos- 
ter shot 

Fall-seeded lawns may need their 
first cutting now. If grass has grown 
2 inches or more, cut it, no matter 
how sparse It is too late to sow 
any more seed 
spring 


now; wait until 


e Winter storage of vegetables: 
Get pumpkins, squashes, tomatoes, 
peppers and eggplant under cover if 
a killing frost is predicted. Even a 
light frost damages these vegetables 
but a light freeze won’t hurt root 
crops. Be ready to throw straw, ex- 
celsior or similar light mulch over 
endive, Chinese cabbage and spin 
ach if temperatures of 25° or lower 
are predicted. These vegetables can 
often be kept in excellent.shape for 
Thanksgiving dinner if not subjected 
to severe freezing. 

e Chrysanthemums: These can 
be easily moved in full bloom to fill 
out bare spots where color is needed. 
Such late-moved plants may winter- 
kill but are worth using when they 
can be spared. To protect estab- 
lished chrysanthemum plants for the 
winter, try lifting the entire clump 
(after blooming) with a fork until it 
is above ground level, allowing 
enough soil to sift underneath to 
hold it in this position. Then cover 
the entire clump with soil. In spring, 
separate into single-stem divisions 
or take cuttings from new growth. 

e Dahlias: When should dahlia 
tubers be dug? If fall is open and 
warm, freezing weather may not oc- 
cur until November. However, it 


does not pay to risk leaving them in 
after November 1 over most of the 
Midwest, as a severe freeze may 
catch you by surprise. Lift the 
clumps (as described above for 
chrysanthemums) and let them rest 
on top of the soil for a few days 
before storing. If sudden freezing 
threatens they are easy to pick up 
and bring indoors, 

e Gladiolus: Dig the corms five 
weeks after the last blossom on the 
stalk fades, regardless of how long 
warm weather remains. 

e Trees to plant in spring: Cer- 
tain trees should not be moved or 
planted in the fall. Wait until spring 
to plant cherry, magnolia, peach and 
birch. 

e Goodbye to borers: It’s easy to 
do away with borers that leave their 
telltale tracks about lilacs, peaches, 
apples, flowering almonds and some 
other trees. The new borer controls 
(made by dissolving dieldrin in a 
petroleum base) do an excellent job 
of killing borers. Look for evidence 
of fine sawdust at base of tree to 
indicate their presence 

e Bulbs for winter bloom: It will 
soon be time to pot up bulbs of 
tulips, hyacinths and narcissus for 
bloom indoors this winter. Bury 
the pots outdoors and cover with a 
heavy mulch. For very early bloom 
bulbs are best held as near 48° as 
possible. Bring into a light, cool 
window when shoots are 3 inches 
out of the bulb 

e House plants: Bring in two or 
three bushels of good garden soil 
to have on hand for potting house 
plants. Make certain you will have 
enough for your spring seedlings. 


Questions and Answers 


OQ. When is the best time for 
planting roses, spring or fall? 

A. In the Midwest, except close 
to the Ohio River, most gardeners 
prefer to plant in the spring. 

Q. Should I cut off the tops of 
peonies before winter? 

A. Yes. Then spray the soil with 
a good fungicide. This prevents 
botrytis bud blast next spring. 

Q. I can’t seem to find a source 
of buckwheat hulls for mulching but 
a local dealer can supply malting 
barley hulls. Are they good? 

A. Except for color they are 
equal to buckwheat hulls in every 
respect. Barley hulls are silvery yel- 
low in color.®

e Autumn color: Sometimes it is 
said that trees in the Southwest lack 
fall color, but this is only true 
where no provision is made in the 
garden for plants with bright autumn 
hues. Sweet gum, Liquidambar 
styraciflua, is a blaze of color every 
year. Leaves turn a mottled red- 
yellow and orange color that puts a 
maple to shame. Ginkgo, pistache 
and deciduous oaks can usually be 
depended on for fall color. 

e Lawns: This is the ideal time 
to plant grass lawns, especially if 
you are using blue grass, fescue or 
bent. Root development is better 
in cool weather and weeds are less 
competitive. Dichondra lawns 
should not be planted now; wait 
until spring. 

e Lilies: Plant lily bulbs as soon 
as received. Plant them in filtered 
sun where drainage is good. Lilies, 
as well as other bulbs, like a phos- 
phate-rich soil; bone meal 
good results. 

e Biological controls: West Coast 
gardeners are excited about a new

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material for lawn moths (sod web- 
worm) and for cut worms in dichon- 
dra that utilizes a new principle— 
biological control. When larvae and 
caterpillars ingest this bacteria it 
causes death within four days. This 
new approach offers a supplemen- 
tary method of control because the 
bacteria can be applied with insec- 
ticides presently used against these 
soil pests. 

e Good-bye to annual blue grass: 
The pesky little grass weed that is 
the bane of all dichondra lawns, 
annual blue grass (Poa annua), can 
now be controlled. Naburon, mar- 
keted by DuPont under the name of 
Chickweed Killer, applied now, will 
prevent this pest from appearing in 
winter or spring. 

Poa annua is often overlooked in 
blue grass lawns, but its presence 
usually accounts for grass dying out 
in midsummer. Annual blue grass 
cannot survive summer heat and 
crab grass takes its place. Because 
its insidious habit is not recognized, 
it is my candidate for the worst 
weed pest of grass and dichondra 
lawns. 

e Bulbs: Buy top-sized bulbs as 
these will produce the  sturdiest 
plants with the largest flowers. Bar- 
gain-sized bulbs cost as much in 
labor, fertilizer and water, so you 
save little and lose much when you 
buy smaller bulbs. Bulbs that can 
be planted now include narcissus, 
hyacinth, Dutch iris, lily, 
anemone, ranuncuius, calla, 
and gladiolus. 

e Chrysanthemums: Plants of 
chrysanthemums can be purchased 
now in full bloom and used to deco- 
rate the house or patio for several 
weeks; then they can be cut back and 
planted in the garden for bloom next 
year. 

e Winter color: For color in your 
garden this winter plant primroses, 
cinerarias, pansies and calceolarias 
in the shade garden. In the sun, de- 
pend on stock, snapdragon, Iceland 
poppy and sweet pea. The new 
dwarf sweet peas make a mound of 
vivid hues that rival petunias.®

The Kitchen 


Gardener

a Is an under- 
current of urgency 

that makes us want to 

pack up and_ hoard 

some of the magic of 
October’s warm, sun-filled days. 
Always we try to cling to summer. 
We try to save foods we know have 
had their moment of perfection. We 
bring in plants we know won’t sur- 
vive in the house. Last year we 
tried to forestall the inevitable by 
bringing in a few nearly ripe water- 
melons, but they had lost their flavor 
or we our taste for them. A small 
celery plant grew and throve on the 
kitchen window sill and provided 
many a flavory leaf during the win- 
ter. Parsley and chives are trans- 
planted early in the summer to en- 
sure having them for the window 
garden, for who could live a winter 
through without them? 

It’s time to bring in 
the squash and pump- 
kins. So far we’ve had 
no hard frosts. It is all 
too easy to persuade 

ourselves that this frostlessness will 
continue, but it won't. Frozen stor- 
age of squash is the surest way of 
preserving them for winter use, since 
few of us have sufficient space at 
the correct temperature for storing 
them otherwise. The easiest way to 
prepare them in quantity for freez- 
ing is by baking. I split them into 
chunks, remove the seeds and stringy 
pulp with a spoon, and bake cut 
side down on pans in a moderate 
oven until fork-tender. Allow to 
cool, then scoop out the pulp. Put 
through a food mill or mash, adding 
¥2 teaspoon salt and 1 teaspoon 
sugar to a pint of pulp. Stir, pack 
and freeze. 

Not only is it timesaving to bake 
squash in its shell, but frozen baked 
squash has flavor superior to that 
which is boiled or steamed before 
freezing. But using ripe squash is 
even more important than the 
method of cooking it. A ripe squash 
has a hard rind that is not marked 
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by drawing a fingernail across it. 
Under- ripe squash is feeble of flavor 
and watery of texture; freezing won’t 
improve it either. 

Now we dig the po- 
tatoes and carry them 
to the cellar for later 
use, selecting the large 
and handsome ones. I 

pick up the littlest ones too, for 
boiling in their jackets, but most 
gardeners ignore these for their more 
robust fellows. We handle them all 
gently for they bruise as easily as 
apples, and bruises invite spoilage. 
Newly dug potatoes have their own 
flavor; this is quickly lost in stor- 
age, and we savor it as any other 
first. This year we have two new-to- 
us varieties: CHEROKEE and ON- 
AWAY. How much they have ad- 
vanced from the native potato we 
can only guess, but I notice the 
improvement over the discolored, 
soggy, pasty ones we used to grow. 
The new varieties are mealy, tender 
and white, and when whipped with 
butter and hot milk are like a drift 
of snow. Did you ever use a French 
pastry whip for this? (It is a wire 
whisk that comes in various sizes. ) 
Does a better job than a beater. 
First mash the potatoes, though. 

I wonder how many ways of pre- 
paring potatoes there are? Most 
of us don’t venture beyond the 
depths of 6 or 8 familiar recipes. 
Do you feel daring enough to try 
another way? If so, here is a very 
good use of potatoes that you may 
not have made part of your culinary 
repertoire. 


POTATO PUFFS 
34 cup mashed potatoes 
cup flour 


2 teaspoon baking powder

teaspoon salt 

small egg, well beaten 

tablespoons milk 

Mix the ingredients in the order 
given and drop by small spoonfuls 
into deep fat which has been heated 
to 365°F. Drain the browned puffs 
on paper towels and serve at once, 
or keep hot in oven. These amounts 
serve four persons generously. This 
is one of those basic recipes that 
may be subjected to, nay invite, 
considerable variation. Crumbled 
crisp bacon, diced ham, chopped 
chives, onion or parsley, or grated 
cheese all are good variants. As you 
can guess, this is an excellent way to 
use a dab of leftover potato and 
what-have-you, which may be why 
and how the recipe was originated.®

ALLIUMS: 


fireworks In 
May and June 


by FRED L. DELKIN 


_ RYWHERE ACROSS the coun- 
try gardeners are beginning to 
show interest in alliums—mostly 
strong-smelling plants, belonging to 
the genus that includes onions. 
These bulbous plants have long been 
undeservedly neglected, in spite of 
their showy blooms and the pleasing 
form of growth in some species. 

In the last few years attention has 
been called to the tallest of the clan, 
Allium giganteum, whose stiff stem 
lifts a magnificent compact ball of 
starlike light purple flowers 5 feet 
into the air. 

Allium giganteum is but the tall- 
est and latest-blooming (July) of a 
company of these spectacular floral 
spheres, natives of the Near East 
Allium elatum, with a 3-foot stem 
and a larger and more refined head 
of flowers, is the most beautiful of 
all and is the only one with glossy 
basal leaves. It blossoms in May, 
as do two other fine ones—A. afla- 
tunense and A. Rosenbachianum 
All of these look down on A. kara-

In late spring, Allium albopilosum 
bears astonishing silvery-lilac flow- 
ers in large heads. Together with 
other alliums, it comes at the time 
when few bulbs are in flower—after 
tulips, as well as Dutch and Span- 
ish irises, have finished blooming. 


Flowers of Allium aflatunense, ap- 
pearing in May, are pale violet; they 
measure 4 inches in diameter, on 
stems 2! to 3 feet high. This species, 
originally found in Persia, is very 
fine for cutting. Like several other 
allium species, it is also suitable 
for use dried in winter arrangements. 
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taviense (15 inches), but this allium 
has a large ball of gray rather than 
purple flowers and large broad 
leaves attractively tinged with red. 

Quite different from these dense 
flower heads is the loose, open and 
airy head of A. albopilosum, com- 
monly called stars of Persia. It is 
a native of that country and is made 
up of some eighty starlike flowers 
on long pedicels forming a ball 10 
to 12 inches in diameter. These 
Near Eastern floral wonders are 
ornamental accent points in the gar- 
den, are long-lasting cut flowers and, 
when matured into dry seed heads, 
are unrivalled for winter bouquets. 

From other parts of the Northern 
Hemisphere come smalier, very dif- 
ferent but very beautiful species. 
Having once seen the clear corn- 
flower-blue balls of Allium azureum, 
242 inches in diameter on 2-foot 
stems, one can never forget the lovely 
coloring nor put out of mind the 
contrast this plant makes when com- 
bined with the foot-high, flat, deep 
yellow umbels of the golden garlic, 
Allium moly. Both of these plants 
bloom in early June. 

A. Cowani and A. neapolitanum 
grandiflorum bear flat umbels of 
white flowers. Except for size and 
date of bloom these two alliums are 
much alike. Both are excellent flor- 
ists’ flowers and are forced in green- 
houses. Outside, A. Cowani (2% 
feet high) blooms in early May; A. 
neapolitanum (1 foot) in late May 

Two most valuable alliums are 
A. triquetrum and A. ursinum. They 
bloom freely in shady locations. A. 
triquetrum has an 18-inch, three- 
sided stem topped with a pendant 
cluster of feathery, starry flowers 

Unique in the flower kingdom are 
the bursting-skyrocket flowers of A 
flavum and A. pulchellum. 
flavum is the smaller, a foot and 
half high with light yellow flowers 
A. pulchellum is the larger and more 
attractive, with light orchid bloom 
Both have flower buds encased in 
long coverings which remain at- 


tached at one end forming long 
streamers after the flower head has 


opened. The skyrocket effect comes 
from the opened flower head made 
up of tiny round blooms on thin 
pedicels that ray outward in all di- 
rections. 

An excellent cut flower is A. 
sphaerocephalum, whose spheres are 
usually. more cone-shaped than 
round, are small in comparison to 
the huge floral balls of other alliums, 
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are borne on 3-foot stems and are 
made up of very tightly packed flow- 
ers of royal pusple. It blooms in 
July and is a mecca for honey bees. 

I must mention at least two of 
the many rock garden alliums. There 
is A. Ostrowskianum, with loose 
clusters of lavender-pink flowers, 
and there is A. pedemontanum, with 
deep pink bells—the real gem of the 
rockery. This latter, unlike all the 
other alliums we have spoken of, 
does not come from a bulb but from 
a tiny rootstock. 

All alliums grow readily in most 
soils loose enough for growth, but 
do their best in a rich sandy loam. 
Most are winter hardy even in severe 
climates. The bulbs should be 
planted in the fall 3 to 4 inches deep 
in ordinary, weil-drained soil. With 
the exception of A. triquetrum and 
A. ursinum they prefer a sunny loca- 
tion. But A. moly will tolerate con- 
siderable shade.®

A Holly and 
Wildflower Preserve 


The American Horticultural 
Society reports in Gardeners 
Forum that the Missouri Chap- 
ter of Nature Conservancy 
hopes to establish an American 
Holly and Wild Flower Reserve 
at Crowley’s Ridge in Stoddard 
County, Mo The following 
quotation is taken from. the 
January-February 1960 issue of 
Garden Forum, monthly bulle- 
tin of The Federated Garden 
Clubs of Missouri. 

“The range of American 
holly is in the torm of the letter 
J, with the stem starting in 
Massachusetts, moving down the 
Atlantic coast, turning into the 
Gulf coast, and then up the 
Mississippi Valley to Stoddard 
County. 

“Standing among the _ holly 
trees are beech and sweet 
gum trees and rare plants such 
as yellow-fringed orchid, rose- 
colored meadow beauty, chain 
fern, beechdrops, little screw- 
stem gentian, nut-rush, blue 
curls. . . . It is important that 
the entire habitat be preserved 
without disturbance of any kind 
that might affect the rare vege- 
tation.”

The magic 
of lycoris 


by LUCILE MASNOR 


YCORIS SQUAMIGERA, more com- 
g monly known as the surprise 
lily or naked lady, is a flowering 
bulb brought to America from Japan 
in 1898. It belongs to the amaryllis 
family, which includes the snow- 
drop, tuberose and narcissus. The 
bulbs of Lycoris squamigera should 
be planted now—in the fall; blos- 
soms come in midsummer. 

The lycoris gets its name from 
the Nereids of Greek mythology 
the fifty beautiful daughters of 
Nereus, a deity of the and 
Doris, a half-human_ sea-nymph. 
The Nereids were sometimes repre- 
sented as half human, half fish, but 
at other times they were pictured as 
wholly human, wearing 
pale, frothy green, riding on sea 
horses or other monsters of the sea. 

Two high peaks rear themselves 
skyward in the Parnassus mountains 
of Greece. One of these peaks is 
called Lycoreis; from its foot rushes 
the Castalian spring. Since the 

| Nereids were goddesses of water, 
one of beautiful nymphs 
reigned over this spring. The Japa- 
nese weave fanciful stories and re- 
cord them with flower symbols 
Borrowing from Western lore, they 
likened a flower stem as it sprang 
from the earth, naked of foliage, to

Truly a fairy princess in the 
flower garden, Lycoris squamigera 
comes into bloom during the 
first days of August. The bulbs, 
about the size of hen eggs, should 
be planted in September or Oc- 
tober, with their brown paper tips 
beneath the ground. Theirs 
are the green leaves that appear in 
the spring along with the earliest 
jonquils. The dark green, half-inch 
wide leaves come up from the bulb 
like two folded paper fans facing 
each other, and attain a height of 8 
to 12 inches. The leaves die back 
during June and the gardener forgets 
their presence until all of a sudden, 
at the height of summer, the lycoris 
sends up a large stalk with rose 
colored buds, which reaches 28 to 
34 inches and is in full 
within a week. As many as eight 
lily-like blossoms can burst forth 
held high on the pale green scape 
The flowers are a delicate pink, 
tinted with lavender and are sweet- 
scented. They last for a length of 
time remarkable for so fragile and 
delicate a flower. 

The lycoris is hardy. All it asks 
is to be planted in well-drained soil 
in partial shade, to be given plenty 
of headroom in the spring and not 
to be crowded when in blossom. 
Planted among the iris, it blooms 
while the iris ripening, 
which gives foliage to the lycoris and 
blossoms to the iris plants again. 
The lycoris should have a_back- 
ground of foliage, for its delicate 
lavender-pink blossoms do not mix 
well with the more brilliant August 
annuals.

They can tell 
you where the better gardens are and 
what they specialize in. Once you 
start taking garden pictures a whole 
new world of subject matter will 
open up for you. 


Public gardens offer tremendous 
picture-taking possibilities and trips 
are always worth the garden-camera- 
fan’s time (see FLOWER GROWER’s 
Let's Take A Garden Trip column, 
which appears in most issues). 
Most of these gardens are well kept, 
and the flowers are often unusual 
and different from those found in the 
average home garden. Seek out the 
head gardener; he is a good man to 
know, not only for camera subjects 
but as a fountain of knowledge on 
gardening topics. 

When I want to photograph other 
people’s gardens I make it a rule to 
ask if I may take pictures. I take 
camera in hand and ring the door- 
bell. Invariably people are flattered 
to have their gardens admired, and 
are even more pleased when a pho- 
tograph is wanted. There has never 
been a single occasion when my re- 
quest to take pictures was refused! 

Now and then a homeowner will 
want to accompany you on your 
photographic tour of his garden. 
Sometimes he will bring out his 
camera too. Such occasions are good 
opportunities for making gardening 
and camera friends. 


There are a few rules that a pho- 
tographer must be careful to ob- 
Leave the garden as you 
found it. If you change film be care- 
ful not to leave an empty box on 
the ground. If you are using flash, 
don’t throw the bulbs away—take 
them with you. If you have to push 
one flower aside to take a picture of 
another, be careful that you do no 
damage. If you must walk on the 
flower beds, be sure to step carefully. 
Watch out for small plants.

ges VARIETIES OF TULIPS, three 
daffodils, two hyacinths and one 
crocus are this year’s “most admired 
varieties.” The 1960 Selections— 
made by an international jury of 
experts earlier this year in Holland 

are available this fall at garden 
centers throughout the country and 
from mail order sources 

Many of these choice Dutch bulb 
varieties are already popular with 
American gardeners, but several are 
little known in this country. All are 
imports from Holland that have 
been tested successfully in stateside 
gardens. 

Besides SCARLET LEADER, shown 
in the photograph, the tulip list in- 
cludes another Darwin, SWEET 
HarMony. The name refers to its 
delicate yellow coloring. APEL- 
DOORN is a bright scarlet Darwin 
hybrid. In the cottage class there is 
MAGICIAN, white edged with violet- 
blue. PRINCESS BEATRIX (vivid 
scarlet-orange edged with golden- 
yellow) shares honors with DREAM- 
ING MAID (violet petals edged with 
white) in the triumph class. WHITE 
TRIUMPHATOR is the lily-flowered 
Selection, and DOORMAN is winner 
among parrot tulips. The flower of 
DoorRMAN is bright cherry-red to 
deep carmine-pink, with a yellow 
stigma; the edges of the petals are 
golden-yellow. 

Daffodil Selections are: REM- 
BRANDT, early-blooming trumpet; 
CARBINEER, large cupped, good for 
forcing; and TREVITHIAN, an elegant 
jonquil hybrid. One of the earliest 
hyacinths to bloom is Selection 
DELFT BLUE. DELIGHT, the other 
hyacinth, is a deep rose-pink. 
PICKWICK (see photograph) is the 
crocus Selection. This little bulb 
produces large, splendidly formed 
flowers in great profusion. The base 
of the rounded flower is a deep rich 
purple; the petals are white with 
purplish stripes and featherings.

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DAFFODILS 


in a week-end 
garden 


by VIRGINIA DURBIN 


IWELVE YEARS AGO WE ACQUIRED 

for a week-end house in the 
Tidewater area of Virginia a small, 
early eighteenth century brick cot- 
tage surrounded by a wilderness of 
weeds, honeysuckle, tawny day-lilies 
and an almost-as-big-as-the-house 
American pillar rose which sheltered 
ground hog holes under its thorny 
tangle. Several lilac bushes and 
patches of iris foliage among the 
weeds were the only survivors of 
someone’s effort for flowers. Crowd- 
ing pine, locust and sweet gum trees 
were eager to take over the place. 


Our plan for a garden, after we 
subdued the wilderness, was simple 
We would frame an outdoor living 
room with flowering trees and 
shrubs, plant some hardy things 
which “look after themselves,” some 
fall asters, peonies, iris, gay annuals 
to cut, a few herbs near the kitchen 
and of course, for spring, daffodils 
Daffodils have a long season of 
bloom and need little care. 


Our first daffodil bulb order was 
the result of careful selection 
ACTAEA, Mrs. BACKHOUSE, UNSUR- 
PASSABLE, THALIA, BEERSHEBA 
HapeEs, JOHN EVELYN, FORTUNI 
SCARLET LEADER, GOLDEN Har 
VEST, FEBRUARY GOLD, CAMPER 
NELLE and N. jonquilla simplex were 
on it and they and their numerou 
progeny are still favorites. From 
Kentucky garden we had KING 
ALFRED, EMPRESS, WILL SCAR- 
LETT, LAURENS Koster, N. albus 
plenus odoratus and an early white 
trumpet without a name. Most of 
these were naturalized in long-grass 
areas. Beginning with FEBRUARY 
GOLpD on Washington’s Birthday un- 
til the beginning of May there were 
at least a few daffodils to reward our 
rush to see what was in bloom.

Blue ribbon winners will not re- 
main that unless lifted and divided 
every three or four years. This is 
quite unnecessary if your interest in 
daffodils does not include shows. 
We find them so stimulating and the 
source of so much first-hand knowl- 
edge that it seems worth while to 
grow a few kinds with special care, 
in the hope that there will be a blue 
ribbon winner or two among them. 

If, like ours, your week-end gar- 
den is unfenced and unguarded most 
of the time, there will almost cer- 
tainly be disasters. A child on the 
way to school takes an occasional 
offering to teacher—always of the 
choicest blossoms! The first year 
we grew TROUSSEAU it was gathered 
by some who chose those 
from hundreds of others. This year 
CHINESE Wuite, which has taken 
its own time establishing itself in 
our garden, went the same way— 
two blooms were left for us.. Occa- 
sionally met a neighbor’s cow 
startled by our intrusion. And it is 
a well-known fact that labels move 
about more in week-end gardens 
than they do in town gardens. It is 
easier to be philosophic about such 
minor tragedies in retrospect than 
at the moment of discovery, but 
over the years such losses are trivial 
compared to the compound interest 
paid each spring by fair daffodils 
which “look after themselves.”®

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Lefeber and his 


wonderful new 
TULIPS 


by OSCAR KEELING MOORE 


V HETHER YOU CALL THEM spec- 
tacular, dramatic or garden- 
glamorous, you'll hardly — pay 
adequate tribute to the wonderful 
new Greigi tulips and giant Darwin 
hybrids. 

The Greigi hybrids are being de- 
scribed as the tulips of tomorrow 
and as the stars of Holland. A few 
varieties of them are being listed 
in some catalogs this fall and more 
will be available in the near future 
and at a lower price. They are the 
result of the amazing crossbreeding 
of Dirk Lefeber of Lisse, one of 
Holland’s top creative hybridists 
who gave us some years ago the 
famous ReDd EMPEROR. His forte 
is in crossing the tulip species—the 
botanical tulips—from 
which all tulips have originated. For 
example, the early, breeder, cottage 
and Darwin classes of tulips all 
originated from innumerable crosses 
that have been made upon the wild 
Tulipa gesneriana and T. 
suaveolens, first by the Turks and, 
since the 16th century, primarily by 
the Dutch. 

As if in a bold game of chance, 
Lefeber has crossed species with 
species, and species with the Darwin 
and other classes—and has won. To 
create his remarkable new Greigi 
hybrids, he crossed T. greigi, per- 
haps the most beautiful of the Tur- 
kestan wild species, with other wild 
species and these in turn with sev- 
eral modern types, including the 
Darwin and the cottage. 

But first a major problem had to 
be resolved, for the Greigi tulips 
had never multiplied satisfactorily 
and their stocks, consequently, were 
always small and inadequate. Ac- 
cordingly, new forms of them had 
to be created before they could be 
utilized in crossing. Success here 
yielded a form that multiplied slowly 
but steadily. Now they were ready 
to serve as parents in far-reaching 
crossing experiments. In turn, they 
were crossed with others of the wild

species 


species and then with the moderns. 

All of this demanded years of re- 
search—almost endless selecting and 
rejecting. For, from more than 
100,000 new seedling tulips, each 
representing a brand new variety, 
Lefeber selected the best 1,000. 
Finally, from these were picked ten 
varieties, each constituting a won- 
derful and distinctive new kind of 
tulip. From among the 100,000 va- 
rieties that he produced, thousands 
ironically were finer than existing 
and widely grown ones. But they 
purposely were discarded in order 
to leave only a few of exceptional 
merit. Just which ones to choose for 
new varieties to introduce to the 
public is the breeder’s greatest chal- 
lenge.

Nor can his own personal 


ous economic and other considera- 
tions must be weighed. By selecting 
just a few of his many potential 
prize winners, he minimizes intra 
varietal competition in the market 
and he creates a few best sellers 

For these reasons, Lefeber gradu- 
ally narrowed his selection, and the 
remainder, collectively, makes up his 
Greigi hybrids, which now are en- 
route to our shores. These are tulip 
prima donnas, as dramatic as the 
greatest of the Verdi operas 

In your garden their great blos- 
soms will measure up to 
from base to petal tip 


inches 
Yet, in spite 
of their massiveness, you will delight 
in their true gracefulness. And when 
the buds unfold you'll see majestic 
and vividly colored chalices in cleat 
reds, ranging in'tone from scarlet 
to flame to orange-red in the differ- 
ent varieties; some are brilliant yel- 
lows that are touched with flame; 
others are reds that are marked with 
gold. One variety, BOKHARA, was 
offered in the United States last fall 
Its massive flowers are beautifully 
shaped and a brilliant deep shade of 
orange-red. They are borne on very 
strong 22-inch stems. From their 
Greigi parentage, like all of the other 
Greigi hybrids, they have inherited 
unusual foliage: their 
twice as broad as the usual tulip’s 
and are striped purple and brown 


leaves are 


Several amazing new flower forms 
have been created in Dirk Lefeber’s 
Greigi hybrids. In one, the beautiful 
flowers are of a square shape and 
have eight petals in place of the us- 
ual six. Several varieties of these 
have been registered, including 
PRIMA DONNA, GALE PREMIER and 


FLOWER GROWER 





RoyAL SALUTE. Here you will find 
glowing red-striped reds, red-striped 
yellows and red-flushed yellows. 

In another grouping the flowers 
resemble those of a rose, the petals 
rolling back in delightful fashion. 
Semidoubles, too, have been created 
in this form and in a clear red. These 
display massive, long-lasting flowers 
on strong stems. The _ variety 
UNITED NATIONS is of a single rose 
form in a dazzling orange-yellow 
carrying red stripes. Another, Hori- 
ETTA, glowing red, gains an exotic 
shape by virtue of its outer petals 
being smaller than its inner ones. 
Most amazingly, its flowers are said 
to last for weeks. And the massive 
blossoms of REMBRANDT VAN 
RHIJN have perfect form and are 
very long-lived. 

Many of the Greigis are yet in 
very short supply and therefore ex- 
pensive. But as breeders multiply 
their stocks they will become more 
readily available and everyone, in 
time, will be able to enjoy them. 

Dirk Lefeber also is the origina- 
tor of the giant Darwin hybrid tulips. 
These he created by crossing Dar- 
wins with his earlier introduction, 


the Rep EMPEROR, a selection that 
he made from the ‘Fosteriana 
species. In form they resemble huge 
Darwin tulips; their blossoms are 
noted for their fine substance and 
brilliancy of coloring. The first of 
these, to my knowledge, reached our 
shores in 1951 and were offered at 
$2.75 a bulb. Since then their price 
has dropped drastically as supplies 
have become larger, and Lefeber 
has since given us a good selection 
of varieties. They were introduced 
as the first new race of tulips in over 
fifty years. Next to the still newer 
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Greigi hybrids, they are the largest 
flowering and strongest growing 
tulips known. They have an exotic 
fragrance that is highly reminiscent 
of that of the night-blooming cereus. 

Unlike other tulips, when left un- 
disturbed in the garden the giant 
Darwin hybrids actually naturalize 
—like daffodils—and vigorously in- 
crease their numbers. Their buds 
measure up to about 5% inches 
from base to petal tip. All are borne 
on stems, measuring from 26 to 30 
inches, that are sturdy enough to 
support their large, heavy flowers. 

The largest of them is GENERAI 
EISENHOWER, a flamboyant orange- 
red, that measures 8 inches across 
when the petals are fully spread. 
LEFEBER’S FAvoRITE, the name its 
originator gave to his favorite, is a 
magnificent bright red with rich yel- 
low center, the petals of which roll 
back in rare form. HOLLAND’s 
GLory is a distinctive orange-scar- 
let, the black base of which is bor- 
dered with bright yellow. Dover 
is a radiant poppy-red. Inside this 
great blossom there are bold black 
anthers and a star-shaped purple- 
black base edged in yellow and 
black. OxForD, a clear, brilliant 
orange-red, has a yellow base; the 
inside of its bloom is yellow and its 
anthers are blue. GUDOSHNIK is a 
charming creamy-yellow etched with 
deep rose. The inside of the blos- 
som is a buttercup-yellow; the base 
is star-shaped in deep purple and 
the anthers are black. 

Other new Lefeber hybrids that 
we shall soon see much of include 
FLAME, a T. fosteriana X T. greigi 
cross, and COMPOSURE, a pure or- 
ange with yellow border and stripes. 
The latter’s outermost petals open 
like those of a rose. From crosses 
of T. greigi X T. kaufmanniana, 
COLOR PARADE was created in a 
mixture of gayest colors. 

And finally, from crosses involv- 
ing the viridiflora species, Lefeber 
has selected several new interesting 
sorts. These have smaller, more 
delicate flowers, some resembling 
the lily-flowered tulips. In_ this 
grouping are found CHERIE, deep 
yellow and green; Court Lapy, 
pure white and green; PIMPERNEL, 
red and green.®

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{HE FLOWERS THAT BLOOM IN THE SPRING, like the 

golden daffodils and grape-hyacinths shown here at 

the Keukenhof Gardens of Lisse, Holland, won’t 
bloom in the spring, alas, if their bulbs are not planted 
this fall. This holds true for the little bulbs of spring— 
crocus, winter-aconite, scilla, glory-of-the-snow, as well 
as the big three—tulip, hyacinth and narcissus. 

Last April FLowerR GRowER’s editors visited Hol- 
land’s precision-planted bulb fields, aswim with color, 
and the fabulous Keukenhof gardens where, in a dis- 
play of over 75 acres, can be seen all the bulb products 
of Holland. The flowering bulbs are shown in garden 
settings with other plants such as flowering trees, shrubs, 
perennials, anid such landscape adjuncts as statuary, 
garden houses, pools, fountains, lawns, terraces, walls 
and paths. The paths, happily, are easy to walk on and 
wide. They wind gracefully through the innumerable 
gardens offering breathtaking vistas. There are over 
eighty individual gardens at Keukenhof, each a sepa- 
rate showcase to be admired, photographed, and studied 
for its own sake. 

Granted that the Dutch have an embarrassment of 
bulbs to play with when they plan their spring displays 
at Keukenhof, still we can learn from them and use 
bulbs in our own gardens with a bolder hand. Try 
planting different tulip varieties in bold checkerboard 
patterns with the bulbs set close together and the colors 
selected so that each variety stands out in definite con- 
trast to its neighbor. Rather than planting a handful 
of crocuses or grape-hyacinths, plant at least a hundred 
(besides, they’re cheaper that way) and make a carpet 
of color with them. For more ideas on using bulbs, turn 
the page. 

From all this bounty it would be impossible to name 
a single favorite. Yet the editors agreed that the most 
exciting tulips they saw were the new Greigi hybrids 
(described on page 28) and some of the new Fosteriana 
and Kaufmanniana hybrids. A bulb chart showing 
depth of planting as well as other helpful information 
for all spring bulbs is on page 34.®

A Lilies carry on the color in the garden after 
most of the spring-blooming bulbs have gone by. 
Here at Westbury Gardens, Westbury, New York, 
a unique contrast of foliages is seen—whorls of 
shiny dark green leaves clothing the lily stems, 
gray green iris spears and light gray coral-like 
foliage of santolina. Fall planting is preferred for 
lilies although they can be set out in spring. Many 
of the new hybrids have been tailor-made for to 
day’s gardens—they are rugged and beautiful. 
Since lily bulbs are generally delivered late in. the 
fall, sometimes even in December, it is best to 
prepare the area where they are to be planted 
prior to their arrival. Spade over the soil and 
mulch heavily or cover with leaf-filled baskets to 
prevent freezing. When bulbs arrive, soil under 
the mulch will be mellow and planting the bulbs 
will be simple.

PPARENTLY the “back yarden” is here to stay—if 
A the enthusiastic reader letters and ready acceptance 
which greeted our first designs (October 1959) are any 
gauge. Therefore, we present another trio of designs 
that feature the “back yarden.” 

They are all planned for easy maintenance so that 
you can get the most garden for the least effort. This 
allows the lazy man, the busy man, the housewife who 
wishes she could spend all her time in the garden to 
have a good garden without undue effort. We would be 
the last to argue that any garden “takes care of itself,” 
but a well-designed, carefully thought-out plan keeps 
the gardener from becoming a full-time slave, or even 
a servant with only alternate Thursdays off for good 
behavior. The little tricks of planning, modern garden- 
ing methods and laborsaving tools, added to a realistic 
preliminary evaluation of exactly what is wanted from 
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the garden, will certainly achieve a really good garden 

The secret lies in the design—in making the garden a 
place which is good to look upon but easy to care for; 
in using the space efficiently for both present and any 
anticipated future needs; and in the selection and 
combining of plants for the utmost effect of texture 
color and flower. It is relatively easy to plan and plant 
a large estate where money is no object. But to design 
small properties where necessities are integrated into 
the over-all plan in an attractive way with minimum 
outlay and maintenance costs takes study and ingenuity 
You will find help in the principles below and assistance 
in solving your problems on the next pages

How to have the most 
garden with the least effort 


@ Divide property into logical sections: public area 
facing street; private area or play and pleasure garden 
where terrace, hobby and playgrounds are situated; and 
service area in which unattractive necessities must take 
place—fuel delivery, garbage and trash collection, compost- 

io ees 


: So ao Ea hots hope: Instead, plant slope 
«d cover of plants or shrubs. 

@ Use stepping stones or pavement on heavily traveled 
areas to absorb the wear. 

@ Plant for privacy and for windbreaks to protect the 
living areas from view and from cold winds. 

@ Choose plants in scale with house and other plantings. 
Thus, low houses with low-growing shrubs and small trees; 
tall houses with bigger shrubs and tall trees. 

@ Under windows use plants that won't obscure view in 
later years. Always choose plants that stay within bounds. 

@ Don't overcrowd plants; leave room for them to grow. 

@ Don't use too many kinds of plants or a restless effect 
may ensue. Use a variety of textures—big and little leaves 
shiny and dull ones, light and dark green, reddish, purplish 
and silvery leaves. 

@ Choose perennials that don’t need frequent division. 
Plant bulbs in perennial border, following them with 
annuals for full-season effect. 

e@ To avoid clipping hedges, choose plants that look 
neat and are upright-growing. Then only occasional head- 
ing back will be necessary. 

@ Place flower and shrub beds where they can be easily 
cared for from lawn or walk.

YHE IRREGULAR-SHAPED LOT offers many design possibilities. For a 
family that entertains frequently and loves play, this plan ‘okes in 
both interests—it keeps all areas simple for easy maintenance -o that 
there will be time to enjoy both acivities. A painted shuffleboard court 
adorns the driveway, which also offers off-street parking for several cars; 
Ping-pong, swings and other game equipment are seen in the children’s 
area beside the service yard with its tool shed and potting bench. The 
broad terrace outside the living room gives ample entertaining space, 
the shrub plantings screening it from the street and neighbors, yet keep- 
ing the view open toward the patterned vegetable or cutting garden. 
If the gardener’s hobby is roses or herbs, this space can easily be adapted 
for either. Beside the terrace, right, are flower borders flanking the 
grass path. They are bright with bulbs all spring, and early-started 
annuals set out in late spring will insure later-season color. Flowering 
shrubs, selected for succession of bloom, bring further color to the 
garden all summer with little work involved. Note how the informal 
hedge with the tall narrow tree beside the driveway is contrasted with 
the formality of the low clipped hedge. The three evenly spaced trees and 
evergreens opposite, set the style of controlled informality that is 
apparent throughout the rest of the garden design. 





corner lot designed for minimum upkeep 


C ORNER LOTs present extra problems of design since 
they are viewed from two sides. By making the 
plan as simple as possible, the public view is always 
presentable, yet maintenance is held to a minimum. 
Keep the plantings close to the house on the street sides, 
leaving the lawn uncluttered for a spacious, open look. 
The work of mowing is materially reduced, too. Note 
how the paved “landing strip” joins the curb at the 
point where cars are likely to stop to discharge pas- 
sengers, thus preventing wear and tear on the lawn. Also 
observe the plantings of low junipers flanking the entry 
walk, to guide the traffic onto the pavement and prevent 
lawn wear. 

Behind the house is a tall privacy-fence of split cedar 
on the property line, excellent for climbing roses if 
there is enough sun or for clematis or other shade- 
tolerant vines. Part of the area adjacent to the kitchen 
is paved as a terrace, making it handy for outdoor meals. 
The greenhouse and kitchen garden complete the corner, 
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the fences being utilized as supports for growing cucum- 
bers and tomatoes in the timber-edged beds, with other 
vegetables grown in succession plantings in the other 
beds. On the property line a row of medium-tall shrubs 
makes a hedge that needs little maintenance since its 
informal shape requires only occasional pruning.

Back “Yarden” Designs for Busy Gardeners, continued 


Easy maintenance on a steep slope 


—_ PTLY SLANTING HILLSIDE LOTs are splendid for split level houses; they call for unconven- 
tional designs in gardens and make most interesting plantings. Here, in the front yarden, 
a retaining wall contains formal beds, giving civilized feeling to public areas. The back yarden 
keeps the major portion of the hillside “wild,” by featuring native flowering shrubs that require 
little upkeep plus a few evergreens and some tough hybrid shrubs to round out the total effect. 
Many native shrubs have picturesque shapes or colorful bark to provide winter interest when 
boughs are bare. Rugged perennials may be worked in here and there along the paths, lending 
color but not requiring much work to keep them in order. One big asset of the wild garden is 
that it never looks as neglected, even when little work is done, as do more formal plantings in 
which a leaf out of place may give a definitely untidy appearance.

For each of the six perennials the genus name is given 
first, followed by one or more common names and then 
the family to which the genus belongs. 


1. HEMEROCALLIS Day-lily _Liliaceae 

In comparatively few years day-lilies have risen to 
exalted heights of popularity and excellence. Yester- 
day’s orange and yellow mediocrities have given way to 
red, pink and the whole range of tints and shades of 
orange and yellow. Some have deeply colored throats, 
others striped petals and some are bicolors. One cul- 
tivar will usually remain in a flowering state for about 
one month, but by a selection of those with different 
blooming seasons, it is now possible to have one or 
another in flower at any time from May to October. 
Day-lilies are sturdy plants with gracefully arching foli- 
age of long, narrow, rushlike leaves. Dwarfs of but 
20 inches contrast with varieties 4 or 5 feet high. 

Garden Value: Day-lilics are about the easiest per- 
ennial to grow, being almost indestructible and trouble- 
free. Plants are able to choke out weeds and can re- 
main undisturbed for several years. They are appro- 
priate for foundation plantings, terraces and brook- 
sides; the dwarf types are suitable for rock gardens; 
some will naturalize in wild gardens, while choice cul- 
tivars are excellent border subjects. If picked as buds 
are about to open, flowers last a few days. 

Soil and Exposure: While day-lilies may be shunted 
almost anywhere and still be effective, reasonably good 
soil, not soggy for long periods, is best. Very rich soil 
produces rank foliage and scanty bloom; an excess of 
lime causes the foliage to be pale green. Sunny areas 
or those in partial shade are suitable. 

Care: Small divisions can be set out in fall or spring, 
allowing 2 feet between plants for eventual spreading. 
Occasional top-feeding or watering may be all the care 
needed for six or eight years, but after that time, divi- 
sion may be required. The average day-lily is hard to 
kill. North of New York City, the evergreen types and 
some hybrids of H. aurantiaca may need some winter 
protection, 

Propagation: Seeds, sown in fall or early spring, sel- 
dom produce flowering plants before the second grow- 
ing year, but this method is of interest mainly to the

plant breeder. Division is slow commercially, necessi- 
tating high initial prices for introductions, but it is fine 
for amateurs. Clumps are dug, shaken free of soil and 
the roots cut back halfway. Tops are cut to 2-inch 
stubs, and a sharp blade is used to divide the tough 
crowns into smaller segments. Early spring and August 
are equally satisfactory for the task. 

Species and cultivars: H. lilio-asphodelus (H. flava), 
Lemon Day-lily. Still significant forthe medium-sized, 
lemon-yellow blossoms of slight fragrance, in May. 
The slender 2-foot habit has merit. 

H. fulva, Tawny Day-lily. This species was intro- 
duced in England from Japan around 1600. It has now 
firmly escaped and settled along many American road- 
sides and by deserted homes. Stems of 4 feet bear 
reddish or orange flowers in July. A form known as 
Europa is widely employed along Pennsylvania road- 
banks to stem erosion and to run out weeds. The variety 
KWANSO is a strange double-flowered variant known in 
Japan as early as 1912. Its sterility has continually 
thwarted breeders, perhaps thankfully so. 

H. gracilis is a horticultural form similar to H. minor. 
It has narrow, reedy foliage, stems about 2 feet tall, 
and small lemon-yellow blossoms in May and Jpne. 
It is prized for naturalistic plantings and rock gardens. 

H. multiflora. This Chinese species, important to 
hybridizers because its blooming period extends from 
late August to October, has lengthened the flowering 
period of modern hybrids. Flowers, borne in clusters, 
are 2 inches wide. Miniature appeal is noteworthy. 

Probably 4,000 named selections are in commerce, 
but only specialists can evaluate the annual torrent of 
new introductions. The following are tested and fully 
worthy of a place in the garden: HYPERION, with superb 
5- to 6-inch canary-yellow flowers, introduced in 1925; 
PAINTED Lapy, with large ruffled yellow petals flushed 
soft crimson; POTENTATE, a dark, glistening, almost 
pansy-purple; DAUNTLESsS, a soft yellow; VALIANT, with 
broad petals of clear orange; CABALLERO, a huge 6-inch 
red and gold bicolor; GEorGIA, a buff, pink and peach 
blend; PINK CHARM, a magnificent coral; COLONIAL 
DaME, light apricot and tan; and RoyAL Ruy. a glow- 
ing red. 

Final Comment: For the specialist there is the thriv- 
ing Hemerocallis Society (American Hemerocallis So- 
ciety) of at least 3000 avid members. No one can ade- 
quately foresee the day-lily’s eventual zenith. Certainly 
more heed will be paid to the actual length of time a 
flower remains open, with day- and night-blooming 
types, as well as those with extended periods of bloom, 
gaining in importance. 


2. ARTEMISIA Compositae 
Wormwood, Mugwort, Silverplume 


This genus, noted for its foliage rather than its flowers, 
has 200 species native to the Northern Hemisphere, 
chiefly in arid regions. Only a few merit garden im- 
portance; many are weeds. A. tridentata is the sage- 
brush of western America, and A. vulgaris is the weedy 
mugwort, an escape in this country, with leaves resem- 
bling those of garden chrysanthemums. 

Garden Value: By and large, the outstanding merit of 
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The vertical, spikelike effect of foxgloves is an attribute 
that relieves the horizontal forms of most garden plants. 


MOLLY ADAMS 


Globe thistle, steel-blue and prickly in flower, represents 
a radical departure from conventional perennial standbys. 
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several species is their attractive foliage, often finely 
divided and sometimes gray-white. Heights vary from 
a few inches to 5 feet or more, dictating use in rock 
gardens, borders, or semiwild landscapes. Several (tar- 
ragon being one) are cultivated in herb gardens. 

Soil and Exposure: Light, well-drained locations in 
full sun are preferable, although the kinds grown only 
for foliage effects survive in partial shade. 

Care: Spring-planting is recommended. Frequent di- 
vision in spring is standard procedure. A. albula, in 
particular, may need winter protection in cold sections 

Propagation: Seeds are available for some species but 
cuttings, which are easily rooted in summer, or divisions 
in spring, are customary. 

Species: A. albula, Silver King, Ghost Plant. Native 
from Colorado to Texas and Mexico, it is tremendously 
popular in spite of the fact that it does not tolerate wet 
winters. Normally 2 to 3 feet tall, it is a mass of silvery- 
gray leaves all summer. Foliage may be cut for imme- 
diate arrangements, but is more often dried and used in 
winter. The insignificant white flowers are of negligible 
value; plants are grown only for their foliage. SILVER 
QUEEN is a garden selection, possibly a hybrid, with 
broader, more glistening foliage. Like the species, it 
may require annual spring division for survival 

A. lactiflora, White Mugwort. This 4-foot border 
perennial, with plumes of cream-white flowers in Au- 
gust and September, is valued for the texture of its 
inflorescences at a time when most garden subjects are 
somewhat coarser. The leaves are dark green and 
finely cut. In the rear of a border, it lightens the effect 
of heleniums, heliopsis and chrysanthemums. Best in 
locations where summer moisture is available 

4. pontica, Roman Wormwood. Low-growing selec- 
tions provide an adequate ground cover. The feathery, 
dissected gray-green leaves are quite effective, but the 
flowers are of no consequence. 

4. purshiana. The decumbent stems, | to 2 feet long, 
are woolly white, as are the leaves. Planted only for 
foliage contrast. 

4. schmidtiana var. nana, Angels-hair. The gray 
hummock, only 2 inches high, of dissected, silken foli- 
age is a novelty in rock gardens. SILVER MOUND is 
supposed to be a selection, but the plants grow to 12 
inches. Invaluable for foliage effect in dry rockeries, 
border foregrounds or as an edging plant; the ineffec- 
tive flowers are best removed 

A. stelleriana, Beach Wormwood, Dunesilver, Old 
Woman. Native along the coast from Quebec to New 
Jersey, this species is quite hardy and may be used as 
a ground cover, as a subject for larger rock gardens, 
or at the seashore, where clumps growing to 2 feet, 
with silvery-white leaves, create a handsome under- 
planting or pink tamarisk. 

Final Comment: Of all members of this genus, the 
cultivar SILVER MOUND seems most destined for a bright 
future. 


3. DIGITALIS Foxglove Scrophulariaceae 


Foxgloves are old friends of the American gardener; 
he has long known the ornate, tapering racemes of 
large, almost tubular flowers as a conservative touch 
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of early summer towering elegance. 

Garden Value: The vertical, 
spikelike effect of foxgloves is an 
attribute that relieves the horizontal 
forms of most garden plants. The 
common biennial, D. purpurea, is 
the one best fitted for the border, 
where 4- to 5-foot stems add dignity 
and color at the rear of a planting. 
The better strains form massive 
spikes that look well with sweet 
William or Canterbury bells. Darker 
shades give effective contrast with 
Madonna lilies, and all may be 
massed to perfection. Both biennial 
and perennial types may be nat- 
uralized. All are good for cutting. 

Soil and Exposure: Gerard’s 
Herbal (1597) states that “Fox- 
gloves groweth in barren, sandie 
grounds, and under hedges, almost 
everywhere.” This somewhat dis- 
dainful summary has now been 
modified to an extent. Mellow, well- 
nourished soil is preferred, but 
water-logged conditions are fatal. 
Partial shade is ideal, although sur- 
vival is frequent in full sun. 

Care: The biennials must be re- 
newed each August from. seeds. 
Plants may be moved in fall or early 
spring. In areas where winter pro- 
tection is necessary, care must be 
taken to prevent a wet soggy mulch 
from smothering the persistent basal 
foliage during the winter. Among 
the perennial species, seed setting is 
to be discouraged. An insecticide 
may be necessary in hot sunny areas 
to combat red spider 

Propagation: Seeds sown in late 
summer always produce blooming- 
sized plants the following year. Di- 
visions of especially admired per- 
ennial sorts may be made in early 
spring. 

Species: D. grandiflora (D. am- 
bigua), Yellow Foxglove. . This 
sound perennial, to 3 feet, suffers 
from lacklustre, pale yellow flowers. 
CANARY BIRD is a more pleasing 
selection. If stems are cut down in 
late July, fall recurrence is possible. 

D. purpurea, Common Foxglove. 
From a native English purple-pink 
form, the Rev. W. W. Wilkes, of 
Shirley (England), gradually evolved 
his Shirley Hybrids, long the ac- 
cepted strain of foxgloves, with a 
full complement of shades, even 
apricot being available. Yet the 
blooms were massed in tiers on only 
one side of the stem, and hung 
downward in a depressed state. 

Sutton’s, a great English seed 
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firm, secured an American variant 
in which the white flowers not only 
encircled the stem, but were even 
flaringly horizontal. This bit of for- 
tune was assiduously bred to the 
Shirley Hybrids, finally resulting in 
the eminently superior strain known 
as Excelsior Hybrids. The latter 
could doom all other strains to even- 
tual obscurity, now that segregation 
into separate colors is underway. 
Although D. purpurea is a biennial, 
it self-sows and maintains itself 
gardens much like hollyhocks. 

Final Comment: By and large, the 
perennials are to the biennial Excel- 
sior Hybrids as the inarticulate 
country cousin is to his assured, 
city-bred relative. 


4. ECHINOPS Compositae 
Globe Thistle 


Appropriately, the name Echinops 
is derived from two Greek words 
meaning like a hedgehog, for indeed 
the overall effect of the flower heads 
is prickly. 

Garden Value: The globe thistle 
represents a radical departure from 
the conventional perennial standbys. 
Globular heads of sharp, spiny 
bracts and flowers, predominantly 
blue, are borne on substantial stems 
during midsummer. The thistle-like 
leaves, white on the underside, could 
never be accused of lacking char- 
acter. The very boldness of pattern 
usually eclipses any hasty condem- 
nations of stiffness. The plants are 
recommended as accents for the 
middle or rear of a planting, where 
they are guaranteed to catch the eye. 
Foliage is robust enough at the base 
to choke out most adjacent weeds. 

Globe thistles are favorite cut 
flowers for florists because of the 
contrast afforded by the spherical 
blooms. If cut just before the head 
begins to expand, flowers dry splen- 
didly for winter arrangements. 

Soil and Exposure: Soil should be 
fairly rich but on the light sandy 
side. Deep vigorous roots penetrate 
more than a foot in depth. Full sun 
is advantageous. 

Care: Spring is the best time to 
plant the fleshy roots. At least 18 
inches of open space should be re- 
served all around the plant. Divi- 
sion, while an arduous task, is 
wisely performed every three or four 
years. 

Propagation: Cultivars should be 
divided in spring, with roots 


trimmed back to 6 or 8 inches. Root 
cuttings are used commercially. In- 
ferior types often result from seeds, 
which may be sown in spring. 

Species: FE. exaltatus. Most cata- 
logs continue to list F. ritro and 
E. sphaerocephalus, but botanists 
have determined that the material 
so offered consists of selections of 
E. exaltatus. This species comes 
from Siberia. It is quite variable, 
ranging in height from 3 to 12 feet 
with flowers of inconsistent blue 
colorings. Very fertile soils tend to 
encourage taller growth. Choice 
selections, if noted, should be propa- 
gated. The flowering season can ex- 
tend from July to September. 

TAPLOW BLUE is far and away 
the best globe thistle available to 
date. It is an Ignglish selection, un- 
surpassed for arrangements or bor 
ders. Glistening steel-blue spheres 
with silvery overcasts are 3 inches 
in diameter. It makes a noble sil- 
houette against an August sky at 
twilight. 

Final Comment: Globe thistles 
will never command universal ap- 
proval, but if used with discrimina- 
tion they can make an unforgettable 
garden display. 


5. DICTAMNUS _ Rutaceae 
Gas Plant, Dittany, Fraxinella 


The popular name “gas plant” is 
derived from the fact that a volatile 
oil exuded from the plant, especially 
near the main stem just below the 
inflorescence, may be ignited on a 
calm, sultry night, producing a small 
burst of blue flame. There is only 
one species, prone to vary in some 
degree. The aromatic quality of 
foliage and seed pods is reminiscent 
of citrus which belongs to the same 
plant family. 

Garden Value: Incredible perma- 
nence and a solid, handsome frame 
of pinnate foliage make this plant a 
blue-chip investment for the border, 
where it is valued as a specimen 
plant. The 3-foot plants may serve 
as a herbaceous background for a 
small garden, since the glossy dark 
green foliage remains in good condi- 
tion throughout the season. During 
the month of June, terminal racemes 
of flowers are at their best. In late 
summer, the seed pods are attrac- 
tive; early settlers used them as hold- 
ers for small candles. 

Soil and Exposure: A rich soil in 
sun or partial shade is preferable. 


FLOWER CGCROWER 





Plants withstand drought more 
surely than continued dampness. 

Care: Almost 3 feet of ground 
space should be allotted each way. 
Small two-year-old plants, set out in 
spiing, may not flower for another 
year or so. Young blooming plants 
can be moved with a ball of soil, but 
disturbing them thereafter is to be 
discouraged. 

Propagation: Seeds sown in fall 
germinate freely the next spring, but 
transplanting should be postponed 
for another year. Pods must be har- 
vested as soon as they commence to 
turn brown, as the bursting pod ex- 
pels seeds in all directions. 

Species: D. albus (D. fraxinella). 
The white-flowered type is native 
from southern Europe to northern 
China. Individual flowers are 
grouped into sizable terminal ra- 
cemes throughout June. The variety 
ruber has pink to purplish-red color- 
ings, making the flowers even more 
striking. A form with larger flowers 
is known as Variety caucasica. 

Final Comment: The gas plant is 
slow to become established and is 
late in making an appearance in 
spring, but there is hardly another 
plant so satisfying. 


6.- BERGENIA Saxifragaceae 
Bergenia 


Named for K. A. von Bergen, an 
eighteenth century German botanist, 
the genus is unfortunately still listed 
in many cata’ 3s as Saxifraga. B. 
cordifolia is an extremely hardy per- 
ennial, interesting because of the 
large, loosely cabbage-like evergreen 
foliage which turns a_ purplish- 
bronze in winter. In addition to the 
distinctive foliage, dense panicles 10 
to 15 inches in height are covered 
with rose or purple flowers from 
late April through May, although in 
California they bloom in winter. 

The plants grow in any situation. 
In moist, partially shaded areas col- 
onies form quickly; in dry, sunny 
spots growth is retarded; and in 
dense shade it is very slow indeed. 
Bergenias are often planted in large 
rock gardens, along stream banks, 
around pools and sometimes in 
borders. 

Final Comment: In colder sec- 
tions, flowering may not be too de- 
pendable, but the foliage alone 
makes it worth having, especially if 
the gardener is interested in foliage 
effects for arrangements.©

Its contagious — 


AFRICAN-VIOLET FEVER 


Victor Greiff takes the “secrets” out of growing African-violets and presents 
some new information on temperature that even the experts may not yet know 


OMETHING OVER seventy-five 
years ago an interesting little 
plant was introduced to British 

collectors as “Usambara Violet,” 
botanically Saintpaulia ionantha, 
and today lovingly known through- 
out the world as African-violet. To- 
day the descendants and hybrids of 
this plant far outnumber all other 
house plants in this country, and 
specialists list hundreds of varieties. 
\frican-violet clubs outnumber the 
total of all other plant societies. 


Those not yet caught in the con- 
tagious enthusiasm for the African- 
violet may wonder about the reasons 
for its phenomenal popularity. Ap- 
parent to everyone is the convenient 
size of the plant, even at maturity, 
as a window sill ornament—beauti- 
ful plants flourish in pots 342 inches 
in diameter or less. But size alone 
would never be enough to take a 
plant to the top of a popularity poll. 
Flowering plants are always much 
sought after and this is where the 
African-violet excels. When it is 
really happy it will flower almost 
continuously, an attribute of few 
other plants. 

Collecting is almost a national 
pastime, and the African-violet is 
ideal for this purpose as there is end- 
less variety of color and form of the 
flowers as well as the leaves. And 
collecting is made easier by the sim- 
ple means of propagation from a 
single leaf and the fact that leaves 
are easily mailed in polyethylene 
wraps or carried in a lady’s handbag.

the African-violet’s ability to grow 
under average house temperatures.

A perfect plant? “Yes!” say 
thousands who have windows full to 
overflowing. “But,” comes the weak 
echo, “they won’t flower for me,” or 
even a more sober thought, “they 
die on me.” What then is the secret 
of growing this “perfect” plant? 
Some say it is soil; others say it is 
light, watering or, perhaps, plant 
food. And then someone always 
mentions an elusive green thumb. 
But let us put aside all the confusing 
and _ conflicting 
study a few facts. 


testimonials and 


First, let us take temperature. It 
has recently been shown that Afri- 
can-violets respond best to a night 
temperature that is higher than day 
temperature. This is quite the re- 
verse of most other plants, which 
prefer a lower night temperature. 
The best temperatures were found 
to be 75° at night and 60° in the 
daytime. This surprising fact was 
discovered by the most painstaking 
research using thousands of plants 
under carefully controlled and meas- 
ured conditions. Many alert ama- 
teurs are taking advantage of this 
new information by supplying sup- 
plemental heat to the plants at night 
with a soil-heating cable. Plants are 
placed in a tray over a bed of sand 
underlaid with a heating cable that 
is turned on at night. In some cases 
it is found that near a radiator the 
temperature actually is higher at 
night, a favorable condition. 


However, African-violets grow 
reasonably well under a fairly wide 
range of temperatures. Keep in 
mind that temperatures below 60 
will severely slow growth; this 
means that in very cold regions 
plants may have to be moved away 
from the window at night, since the 
temperature near the glass is usually 
considerably lower than in the room. 
Most commercial greenhouses grow- 
ing African-violets maintain about 
65° at night, 70° by day. They find 
it too costly to keep high night tem- 
perature; but for the amateur the 
cost is no great problem when only 
a few plants are concerned. 


Next comes the question, “Which 
exposure is best?” Certainly there 
is no one exposure that can be called 
best; homes can be found with 
African-violets thriving in every 
window and in every exposure. But 
this observation seems of little help 
if your plant won't flower. There is 
an ideal amount of light to strive 
for. It has been conclusively shown 
that African-violets flower most 
abundantly with eight hours of day- 
light or artificial light at 500 to 700 
foot candles, or the equivalent 
spread over more hours. For those 
with a light-measuring instrument 
(one sold for use with cameras will 
do) this is helpful information, but 
suppose you don’t have one! Then 
there are two simple alternatives: 

1) Try your plant in other win- 
dows not previously tried. A plant 
getting too much sun usually looks 
yellow, and stems will be short, 
leaves clustered tightly together. If 
you must use a too-sunny window 
use a thin curtain between plant and 
window during sunniest part of the 
year; or move plant farther away 
from the glass, if possible. If the

plant isn’t getting enough light the 
stems will be very long. 

2) If you feel you can’t provide a 
window with enough light, grow 
them wherever you wish with the 
benefit of fluorescent lights. Even 
in the absence of any daylight, ex- 
cellent results can be had. The 
standard setup has two or three 40- 
watt tubes placed about 10 inches 
apart. Some growers add a 40-watt 
incandescent bulb for each 40-inch 
length of 40-watt tubing. 


Humidity—when it’s high in sum- 
mer we humans abhor it, African- 
violets adore it. What happens in 
winter? We turn on the heat and the 
air becomes dry, actually too dry for 
humans as well as the African-vio- 
lets. Fortunately, it’s simple to add 
moisture to the air, at least in the 
vicinity of a few plants. One method 
is to use shallow trays that will hold 
an inch or more of sand or perlite; 
this is kept constantly moist and 
pots rest in or directly on this base. 
Small humidifiers can also be used 
to add a surprising amount of mois- 
ture to the air, often several quarts 
a day. 

There is probably more mystery 
preached about soil than any other 
factor concerning plant growth. 
However, from all the proposals for 
various soil mixtures, some with 
aS many as seventeen ingredients, 
one point is certain. African-violets 
tolerate a very wide range of soils. 

In recent extensive tests at the 
University of California, a fine sand 
mixed with peat moss was used, 
avoiding the variable and trouble- 
some “loam” item, simplifying the 
mixture. Slowly available fertilizers 
and lime were incorporated and 
steam sterilization carefully fol- 
lowed. 


The U.C. mixes, probably most 
suitable for African-violets, range 
from their mix C, which is 50% 
peat moss, to mix D, 75% peat 
moss. With these mixes are used 
their fertilizers II or III, using (per 
bushel of mix) hoof and horn ¥% to 
% |b.; Ys oz. of potassium nitrate 
and potassium sulfate; and 2 oz. of 
single super-phosphate. Their rec- 
ommendations for solid and soluble 
fertilizers to be used after planting 
do not differ greatly from commer- 
cial products available to amateurs, 
although the most recent test re- 
ports recommend higher phosphorus 
than is furnished by most formulas. 


Perhaps the most helpful advice 
to give is this: 

1) Use the best soil you have 
available. By best I mean the soil 
from your garden highest in organic 
matter, thus well drained and por- 
ous. If you live where pure clay or 
sand are prevalent you will need to 
add sand or perlite and peat moss 
or compost to clay; and if your soil 
is sandy add compost or peat moss. 
If you prefer a formula I would 
say one part good loamy soil, three 
parts compost or peat moss, and one 
part sand or perlite. If you can’t 
mix your own soil, buy a mix offered 
by a specialist or store. 

2) If you find it hard to obtain 
soil remember that excellent plants 
have been grown in vermiculite (an 
expanded mica without nutrients) 
with regular feedings of a liquid 
fertilizer; you may use one of the 
U.C. formulas. 


One cannot avoid the subject of 
fertilizers and again there are dozens 
of pet formulas. But the truth is 
that almost all the well-known fer- 
tilizers sold for use on African-vio- 
lets or house plants will give good 
results. If you're dissatisfied with 
one, try another. The readily solu- 
ble fertilizers that are applied as a 
solution are particularly easy to use 
and have found great favor in Afri- 
can-violet culture, some growers us- 
ing different formulas alternately or 
mixed. And remember that the fer- 
tilizer in the can doesn’t do the 
plant any good. This doesn’t mean 
to overdose the plant but to follow 
directions and make applications 
regularly. No amount of fertilizer 
can substitute for proper light, tem- 
perature and humidity. 

If you still feel that there are 
secrets not being told, think for a 
minute about the commercial grow- 
er who has thousands of plants. He 
hasn’t the time to mix seventeen 
ingredients into his soil, nor would 
he consider giving the plants weak 
tea, ground egg shells or any other 
of the strange-sounding ingredients 
that are often said to be beneficial 
He concentrates on a_ controlled 
temperature, high humidity, a well- 
drained humusy soil, adequate light, 
and usually a brand-name fertilizer 
Light he has to adjust as the seasons 
change by applying or removing 
shading compound from the glass. 

So, whether you have dozens of 
plants or just a few, give yourself 
a treat—buy a new variety.®

~ Prepare now for 
December bloom 


by F. F. ROCKWELL and ESTHER C. GRAYSON 


HE DAYS NOW are getting shorter 
. and the slanting sunlight gradu- 

ally weaker. From now on most 
plants under glass are likely to need 
all the sunshine they can get, so 
summer shading should be removed 
if this has not already been done. 
Of course, if you have roll-up shad- 
ing—which we consider one of the 
greatest improvements made in many 
years for the amateur greenhouse 
gardener—there is no problem. In 
a few minutes you can alter the 
amount of shade to suit changing 
conditions. 

In a greenhouse of any size it 
may be desirable to keep one section 
shaded for a while longer, as newly 
potted or repotted plants are bene- 
fitted by some shade for a week or 
two until they become re-established. 
Herein, incidentally, lies another ad- 
vantage of roller shades, as any one 
section may be left down while the 
others are rolled up. 


Blooms for early winter: Al- 
though a greenhouse is not neces- 
sary to make a Christmas cactus 
(Zygocactus truncatus) bloom, those 
who have greenhouses can take ad- 
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vantage of controlled conditions to 
bring these plants into bloom on 
time. Bring them in from outdoors 
in September or October and place 
on a partly shaded bench or shelf. 
Water regularly but lightly; spray 
foliage frequently with a fine mist 
of water and feed every two weeks 
with liquid fertilizer. 

Cuttings grown in the cool green- 
house to blooming size develop 
much more quickly than those which 
have to take the more difficult con- 
ditions encountered when grown in 
a house. 

Another plant that can be counted 
on for bloom all through the holiday 
season is the cypripedium orchid. 
C. insigne, green and yellow with 
dark spots, and C. insigne Sanderae, 
yellow, are grown at temperatures of 
56° to 75°. Young plants purchased 
now from a grower of exotics will 
produce blooms freely by mid- 
December. These blooms will re- 
main crisp and fresh on the plants 
for three weeks at least. They may 
be cut for corsages or arrangements 
or the plants may be brought in- 
doors and displayed in decorative 
pots on a cool windowsill. Once

purchased, you will have these for 
years. They increase satisfactorily 
and quite rapidly, requiring annual 
division and repotting. Like the 
zygocactus, cypripediums should be 
sprayed frequently with a fine mist. 
Let the pots dry out somewhat be- 
tween waterings and then sink them 
to the rims in water at room tem- 
perature until thoroughly moistened. 

Veltheimia is another December 
bloomer. The big, amaryllis-like 
bulb produces handsome, glossy, 
ruffled foliage and a tall spike of 
tubular blooms suggestive of a 
tritoma. Long-lasting, easy to grow 
and a sure-fire bloomer, veltheimia 
should be included in every collec- 
tion of tender, winter-flowering 
bulbs. 


Pot bulbs early for forcing: To 
have tulips and narcissus flower at 
the Christmas holidays, it is essential 
that you pot them as soon as pos- 
sible. Place in a cold frame and 
when they have good root growth, 
they may be brought in at any time 
during a period of three months or 
so. Until a good root ball has been 
formed, however, no amount of 
forcing will produce flowers. In fact 
the term “forcing” as applied to 
growing spring bulbs for winter 
bloom is completely incorrect. Even 
after roots are well developed they 
should be grown in a fairly cool 
temperature (45° to 55° at night, 
ten degrees or so warmer by day) 
if fine quality, long-lasting blooms 
are desired. 

When potting, use good clean 
loam with sufficient peat moss to 
create a humusy texture. We add a 
50-50 mixture of dehydrated manure 
or other organic matter and bone 
meal, at the rate of a quart to a 


Veltheimia, a winter-flowering bulb, 
brightens the December greenhouses, 


bushel of soil. Bulbs are spaced to 
about their own diameter, pressed 
in level with the surface. Extra-long 
labels will show above the soil when 
pots or bulb pans are covered with 
several inches of soil until roots 
form. 

After potting, containers are 
placed in pan of water until surface 
of soil shows moisture. Then they 
are transferred to cold frame or 
trench and covered with several 
inches of soil, compost or mulch so 
they will make roots and start top 
growth before being brought in. 


Try annuals for winter bloom: 
Annuals grown from seed have the 
advantages of being easy to grow and 
of continuing to bloom over a long 
period. Here are a baker’s dozen 
that may best be sown at this time 
Select, where available, dwarf varie- 
ties that will not require support: 
antirrhinum, clarkia, centaurea, di- 
anthus, echium, gilia, godetia, lark- 
spur, nasturtium, Phlox drummondi, 
salpiglossis, schizanthus. 


Ready for winter: Make sure of 
ample supplies of the materials that 
will be required for indoor garden- 
ing during winter and early spring 
These include: good clean loam; 
sand, both coarse and fine, but gritty; 
peat moss; sphagnum moss; wood 
ashes; vermiculite; perlite; fertilizer 
materials 

Estimate the quantity of each 
likely to be needed; store in rot- 
proof containers under a bench or 
elsewhere in a frost-proof place 
Time may be conserved by making 
up now, for future use, the soil mix- 
tures likely to be needed in the 
greatest quantities. 

Our own formula for a basic soil 
mixture is one part coarse compost 
(from a heap containing some animal 
manure) and one part soil from the 
vegetable garden. (If only “heavy” 
soil, on the clay: side, is available, 
gritty sand should be added to make 
it more friable.) To this, as it is 
used, we add peat moss or sand 
according to the nature of the plants 
to be grown in it. 

It would also be a good idea to 
check on your supply of pots and 
flats at this time. Clay pots should 
be washed and scrubbed—plastic 
pots need only to be wiped with 
damp cloth. Repair broken wooden 
flats. It won’t be long before you 
will need these for starting seeds.® 
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Guide to Better Lawns 


Man-to-man 
lawn talk 


by ROBERT W. SCHERY 


At the 1960 Convention of the 
Men’s Garden Clubs of America, 
one of the popular discussion groups 
was the Lawn Work Shop. Dr. 
Schery, who is Director of the Lawn 
Institute, was a panel member at 
that discussion. Here he gives some 
of the conclusions that were reached. 


e Timeliness: Do we stress time- 
liness enough in its application to 
lawn care? Often the what may be 
less important than the when. This 
is especially true in lawn fertiliza- 
tion. Is lawn grass getting “fat” and 
degenerate? Or do we merely make 
it seem so by doing the right thing 
at the wrong time? 

e Grasses to grow: You can 
never make a first-rate lawn out of 
coarse hay-grasses or impermanent 
bunchgrass. A grass of high quality 
(or combination of grasses) should 
be fine textured, perennial for the 
climate in which used and preferably 
able to spread by rhizome or stolon. 
Varietal choice is less important 
than maintenance practices. All 
good grasses can make excellent turf 
if they are properly tended, but none 
can do it when maintenance is poor 

The recommended grass for the 
North (lawns north from Tennessee) 
is Kentucky blue grass, or one of its 
newer varieties, mixed with red fes- 
cue varieties such as those that come 
from Oregon. For the South, use 
Bermuda, zoysia or centipede—St. 
Augustine in the shade. 

e When to plant: Planting of the 
blue grass-fescue lawn of the North 
is most desirable in autumn. Spring 
planting is ordinarily favored for 


Southern grasses, with seeds, plugs 


or sprigs. 

e Soil preparation: A lot of un- 
necessary work sometimes goes into 
soil preparation, especially over- 
zealous cultivation that breaks down 
soil structure. Grass itself is one of 
nature’s best soil builders. Some of 
the best stands come from seeding a 
rough, loose seedbed that does not 
easily slake or pack. Addition of a 
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phosphatic fertilizer to a depth of 
the root zone is especially important 
with seedbeds on poorer soils. 

e Mowing: Since the pattern of 
grass growth varies, especially with 
the season, it is recommended to 
‘mow when the grass needs it.” That 
means as soon as the grass has 
grown about 50% taller than its 
customary height after mowing. 
Scalping is perhaps the most com- 
mon turfgrass abuse. Close mowing 
becomes more critical near the limits 
of a grass’s natural range. See that 
your mower is kept sharp, set high 
and used with common sense. 

e Weed control: Good grass and 
high mowing afford the best weed 
control. For pre-emergence control 
of crabgrass the most widely used 
chemicals are arsenates and chlor- 
dane. Newer materials are zytron 
and dacthal. Perennial grass weeds 
such as nimblewill and quack grass 
won't yield to selective control. Use 
spot treatment with dalapon, maleic 
hydrazide, amitrol or other general 
herbicides, followed by reseeding. 

Broad-leaf weeds have mostly 
been whipped with 2,4-D. However, 
young grass may suffer. Blue grass 
and fescue are more resistant than 
bent grass. This suggests a way of 
eliminating bent grass patches in a 
blue grass-fescue lawn. 

e Diseases: There is current 
stress on lawn diseases but home 
gardeners seldom find it practical to 
check diseases by timely spraying 
Fortunately, changes of weather 
usually do the trick. Many so-called 
diseases may be the aftermath of an 
“upset stomach” of the lawn due to 
improper care. Knowledge about 
turfgrass diseases is still meager. 

e Insects: Modern insecticides 
make insects in the lawn less a prob- 
lem than might be expected. Almost 
any newer insecticide serves to con- 
trol most lawn insects. But web- 
worm seems on the increase and 
there may be a build-up of resistance 
to insecticides. Hazard to humans 
or pets is a problem of increasing 
consideration. The insecticides may 
sometimes kill off the predator of 
the insects we want to control, thus 
actually aggravating the trouble. 
Chinch bug is troublesome on St. 
Augustine grass in Florida, but it 
can be controlled. 

e Sweeping: Removal of clip- 
pings by sweeping is suggested, 
especially for trailing, matting

Plants Out-of-the-Ordinary 


by C. W. WOOD 
Copemish, Michigan 


Scilla hispanica: English blue- 
bells, Spanish bluebells, poor wood 
hyacinths or otherwise! The current 
interpretations of the botanists seem 
to be to call them Scilla hispanica 
and S. nonscripta but you will often 
find them listed as S. campanulata. 
They can remain in the garden for 
years without disturbance or care. 
Each spring at tulip time they re- 
ward the gardener with a pleasing 
display of large, showy bells on 12- 
to-18-inch stems, in blue, white or 
pink. If you want something extra- 
special in pink, may I suggest that 
you try variety PRINCESS JULIANA 
from Wayside Gardens (Mentor, 
Ohio), whose very large bells of 
lovely rose-pink will give you a new 
conception of the beauty of these 
scillas. 

Oriental Poppy Burgundy: Plant- 
breeders and plant-selectors have 
developed the Oriental poppy in a 
wide range of colors. The dark reds 
have come and gone, often because 
they had the disconcerting habit of 
fading to dull, unattractive colors in 
the sun. The new Baumgardner va- 
riety, BURGUNDY, which you will 
find in Walter Marx’s (Walter Marx 
Gardens, Boring, Oregon) catalog, 
should stay with us for a long time. 
During the two years I have watched 
it, the color has not faded even in a 
rather exposed situation in hot 
weather; the color is an attractive 
maroon-red, almost purple under 
some light; the stems are sturdy, to 
3 feet in height; and it apparently 
has a good constitution. 

Iris Happy Birthday: It must have 
been a happy birthday for David 
Hall when he found the exciting 
bloom of this happy iris among his 
seedlings. Even to one, like this 
writer, who does not easily burn 
with enthusiasm over the average 
pink-flowered iris, Happy BIRTH- 
DAY, with the clearest, brightest, 
deep pink color, is a revelation of 


beauty. It also has a good constitu- 
tion, something that some of the 
flamingo-pinks do not seem to pos- 
sess. Happy BIRTHDAY has about 
every desirable attribute of an out- 
standing iris, including a heavy rhi- 
zome that increases rapidly, heavy 
foliage to support the sturdy stems 
to 3 feet in height, and a very large, 
brilliant flower. I notice it in the 
catalog of Lamb Nurseries, East 
101 Sharp Avenue, Spokane 2, 
Washington. 

Philodendron cannifolium: There 
was a time, not in the too-distant 
past, when it was true, as Bailey’s 
Cyclopedia of Horticulture said, that 
“only a few philodendrons can be 
grown to have an ornamental ap- 
pearance in a small state.” That is 
no longer true since the introduction 
of the many self-heading kinds, as 
horticulturists call them. These grow 
from a central crown and do not re- 
quire a support. Take Philodendron 
cannifolium, for instance. Not only 
is it a non-climber, but it grows so 
slowly from the central crown that 
it long remains in window-garden 
proportions. It has a canna-like leaf 
—thick™leathery, slightly waved at 
the margin, with a varnished surface. 
It is listed among other interesting 
plants in the catalog of Alberts & 
Merkel Bros.. Inc.. R.F.D. 6. Box 
77, Jacksonville, Florida. Send 25¢ 
for this fine catalog with many pic- 
tures, some in color. 

The Chima Rose: The China rose, 
Rosa chinensis, has assumed many 
forms, not the least attractive being 
the one known to botanists as vari- 
ety minima and to gardeners of an 
earlier day as the fairy rose. During 
its long sojourn with gardeners and 
botanists it also acquired other 
names, including R. Lawranciana 
and R. rouletti. It was under the 
last name that it acquired fame in 
this country about thirty years ago, 
accompanied by the romantic story 


of having been found in the window 
garden of a Swiss peasant, where it 
had been grown for generations. The 
plant does not need all these mys- 
terious whisperings to endear it to 
the window gardener. It will pro- 
duce lovely, little, rose-pink flowers, 
single or double (double in the form 
listed by Merry Gardens, Camden, 
Maine, which prompted this note), 
during most of the year. Never ex- 
ceeding 8 inches in height, as it grew 
in my window, it was one of the 
most satisfying window plants I ever 
had. Now I find many miniature 
hybrids listed in catalogs. These 
also will probably grow well indoors 
although I have not yet tried them. 

Hall’s Dwarf Almond: After see- 
ing HALL’s almond bearing a bounti- 
ful crop of nuts in western Michigan, 
where almonds are not supposed to 
be hardy, I am ready to admit that 
we have another two-point tree—a 
lovely ornamental and one of some 
economic value. Now I read of a 
dwarf, hardy form, which is reported 
to grow 6 to 8 feet tall, making it 
small enough for the gardens of 
limited area. Almonds grow as rap- 
idly as the peach, bearing at the 
same early age, so One would not 
have to wait long for the answer 
This dwarf almond produces a 
shapely little bush covered with 
pretty, shining,lanceolate leaves and, 
in spring, lovely pink flowers. Its 
crowning glory to the cook, how- 
ever, is when it bears a bountiful 
crop of nuts. Ackerman Nurseries, 
Bridgman, Michigan, has both the 
large and the dwarf forms. 

Shasta Daisy T. E. Killen: There 
is some confusion in the spelling 
of this daisy’s name, some having 
it Killen and others spelling it Killin 
I shall not attempt to be the arbiter 
in that dispute, but I should like to 
tell of some of its many virtues 
These include a splendid flower for 
cutting, the first requisite in a Shasta 
daisy in my opinion, and heavy pro- 
duction. The broad overlapping 
petals, in a double row, make it a 
well-rounded flower 6 inches across. 
The incurved petals at the center 
give a soft effect. I am assured that 
it is hardy. I first noted it in the 
catalog of American Perennial Gar- 


dens, Garden City, Michigan.®
